Our Nataralization Law. 


The San Francisco Argonaut 
contains the following on a subject 
that is attracting wide-spread at- 
tention from all thinking minds at 
this time: Itis safe to predict that 
Congress will, at its next sitting. 
make needful amendments to the 
laws which govern immigration 
and naturalization. The _ evils 
which exist in both are so ap- 
parent and insufferable, and the 
urgency’ is so pressing for abate- 
ment and remedy, that the whole 
issue is no longer a party quesiion 
or political contention. Each of 
the great parties favor the twin 
propositions, and there is pot ma- 
terial difference of opinion in re- 
spect to the particular form of 
amendment. Upon one point 
there may be divergence of senti- 
ment, in regard to naturalizatiou 
and the eligibility of voters. <As 


things stand, in some of the Statcs , 


citizenship and the elective fran- 
chise are at variance with natural- 
ization and the right to vote undcr 
the laws of the Unites States. In 
the thirteen original States. and 
thirteen of the States since ad- 
mitted into the Union, only citi- 
zens of the United States are al- 
lowed to vote. With alien-born, 
this means that only those are ad- 
mitted to the franchise wbo have 
been duly naturalized and have 
had residence in the United States 
for five, consecutive years. In 
Massachusetis and Mississippi, it is 
required that the voter shall be 
able to read the constitution. In 
several of the States, the declar- 
ation of intention to become a cit- 
izen and residence of one year en- 
titles one to vote. This is in man- 
ifest divergence from the constitu- 
tion of the United States, which 
ordains that “the citizen of each 
State shall be entitled to all privi- 
leges and immunities of citizens in 
the several States.” The natural- 
ization laws of the United States 
require the declaration of inten- 
tion to become a citizen, followed 
by the final oath of renunciation of 
allegiance to the country andruler 
of the applicaut’s nativity, and of 
allegiance to the United States and 
obedience to the constitution, with 
residence of five years, and the 
proof of good moral character—a 
condition that has become a dead 
letter. 

There is a difference between 
naturalization ana the right to vote. 
The general government only can 
admit the individual to citizenship 
by process of naturalization. Each 
State endows residents with the 
voting franchise agreeably to its 
own laws. Then, in the older 


States, the person must be a native 


citizen, or duly naturalized, after 
@ residence of five years in the 
country and the prescribed period 
of residence in the State and county 
and precinct, to be entitled to vote, 
while in some of the States since 
admitted into the Union, the only 
requirements are, for the alien 
born, the mere declaration of in- 
tention to become a citizen, a resi- 
dence of one year in the country 
or in the State, with the prescribed 
local habitation. In Michigan, 
Oregon, North Dakota, South Da- 
kotaand Wyoming only six months 
residence in the State and the 
declaration of intention are re- 
quired. The voting citizens of 
these States, of alien nativity, who 
have not conformed to the natur- 
alization laws of the United States 
—a residence of five years—are not 
qualified voters who can rightfully 
be received .as such in the States 
which require the full qualifica- 
tions of naturalization and five 
years residence. This incongruity 
in the law and in the matter of 
citizenship and the elective fran- 

chise should be corrected by Con- 
gressional enactment, in conform- 
ity with the plain intendment of 
the naturalization laws and the re- 
quirements of the voter in the or- 
iginal States, as to the term of res- 
dence. Naturalization should be 
granted, accordingly, only m the 
courts of the United States in every 
State and notin the State courts, 
and it should be an indispensable 


condition that the applicant could; 


 pead the constitution oF should: 


satisfy the tourt that he under- 
stood the meaning and obfigations 
of the sacred charter of American 
liberties. The evil usage of rail- 
roading applicants through to nat- 
uralization in the State courts, 
upon the provided testimony of 
perjured witnesses, in the heat aud 
excitement of election campaigns. 
and manufacturing the low and 
base and vile of the many who do 
not speak our language and de not 
understand or have any care for 
the sacred obligation to which 
they readily make hurried oath, 
into citizens and voters, should be 
abated by effective legislation. 
The power, primarily and maiuly, 
is reposed in Congress, Itshould be | 
exercised. The perforced, banded 
or purchased votes of ignurant aud 
reckless or vicious aliens, made 
citizens by the corrupt machinery 
of the State courts, should not 
negative, override and defeat the 
patriotic purpose of honest voters 
and substantial citizens, native and 
naturalized. Yet this is the not 
infrequent consequence in our 
local elections, and it imperils 
State and national elections. So 
far, the country has been able 
to withstand the evil and peril; 
but the danger is increasing, and, 
unless the remedy is applied, the 
threatened calamity may befall. 
Correction of our immigration 
laws is first in order. The neces- 
‘sity is urgent and the evils are 
every day moreapparent. The re- 
cent outbreaks in Pennsylvania 
and the violent occurrence in New 
Orleans accentuate the situation. 
A reference to statistics of immi- 
gration will instruct and explain. 
During the early period of the re- 
public, the great proportion of im- 
migrants were from Europe and 
from Cireat Britain and Ireland — 
English-speaking peoples. Next 
came the Germans, and they were 
mainly frugal, industrious, well- 
behaved, and acceptable as citi- 
zens. But, within the last twenty 
years, the current of immigration 
has become fouled by refugees of 
non-English-speaking peoples from 
the different nationalities of Eur- 
ope—Hungarians, Italians, Poles, 
Russians, Portuguese, and the 
worst classes from Germany and 
France, socialists, communists, ni- 
hilists, every order ofinsurrection- 
ary, turbulent, incendiary, crimi- 
nal, and dangerous persons. These 
undesirable immigrants largely 
outnumber those from the United 
Kingdom and the better classes 
from Germany and of Scandinav- 
ian countries. They are unfitted 
for American citizenship. They 
neither understand nor appreciate 
genuine liberty. They pervert it 
to license and lawlessness, and are 
a constant menance to peace and 
good order in every community 
they infest. Many of them do not 
come to make homes in the land. 
They come for greed and gain, 
with which to return to their na- 
tive country. Others of them are 
paupers or criminals, either de- 
ported by their governments or 
fugitives from justice. Some are 
violent characters whom the au- 
thorities are only too willing to 
aid in escape to any other soil. 
None of them are wanted in the 
United States. | 


FRESH YOUTHS OF ENGLAND. 


They Are Considered to Be Altogether 
Too Familiar. 

If England—as Lord Beaconsfield be- 
lieved and maintained—is to be ‘‘saved 
by her young men,” their countrymen 
of more mature age are justified in be- 
stowing their serious consideration on 
any complaints of this kind. It is our 
duty to look after these future saviors 
of the country, says the London Tele- 
graph, and whenever we notice in them 
a tendency to decline from the standard 
of our own well-known virtues and to dis- 
credit the admirable example which we 
have set them, the fact must be kindly 
but firmly pointed out to them. It 
would be indeed a bad omen for the 
national future if the youth of England 
were really losing that chivalrous re- 
spect for the wedker sex by which the 
manners of their fathers, and, we will 
add, their uncles, was so invariably dis- 

tinguished; and, though we do not our- 
selves take as desponding a view on 
that point as prevails in certain quar- 


ters, we cannot deny that here are vis- | 


ible grounds for some uneasiness. -..«. 
For instance, it is impossible not to 
notice a change for the worse in the 
new mode of,address adopted by the 
young man of the present day toward 
young women not related to him, or for 
any other reason so closely associated 
with him as to justify a tone of excep-

ATTACKED BY A BUFFALO. 


The Narrow Escape from Death of a 
Green Hunter. 

Sir Samuel W. Baker in his latest 
book, ‘Wild Beasts and Their Ways,” 
narrates an adventure which shows that 
a hunter's. life may depend upon his 
' attention to small details. Sir Samuel 
and Mr. Dick were shooting in Africa, 
when they saw a solitary bull buffalo 
on the opposite side of a small creek. 
The bull was evidently in a state of 
great excitement, for as the hunters 
dre.v near the creek he faced them, tore 
up the turf with his horns, and looked 
down the perpendicular bank, twelve 
fect high, as though meditating de- 
scent.

No servant was 
allowed handle it, and when it needed 
sharpening he himself honed it. When 
he struck the buffalo the sharp double- 
edge of the long knife divided the great 
artery of the heart. 


HOW KNIGHTS ARE MADE. 


Only a Select Few Permitted to Witness 
the Ceremony. 

The ceremony of conferring the order 
of knighthood at the hands of the queen 
is not imposing. It is not, in fact, a 
public ceremonial, and only those are 
permitted to witness it w ho, by theiz 
official connection with the queen's 
household, may attend her, says a 
writer in London Tid-Bits. The loyal 
subject upon whom such distinguished 
honor may be conferred may not even 
invite his “‘best man,” nor the members 
of his personal circle of relatives or 
friends to be present. 

Arrayed in whatever uniform he may 
be entitled to wear, or whatever dress 
court etiquette or the time of day make 
proper, if he be a civilian, the subject 
presents himself before his sovereign 
and kneels at her royal feet. Seated 
on the throne chair, the queen lays the 
shining blade of a ‘sword across the 
shoulder of the kneeling bat exalted 
beneficiary, and says, using the title 
which she is about to give: ‘‘Arise, Sir 
So-and-so.” 

Plain Mr. Cheltenham Brown is thus, 
by a single stroke of her majesty’s 
sword, transformed into sir knight, and 
he is permitted, perchance, to kiss his 
sovereign’s finger tips in grateful ac- 
knowledgment of the distinguished 
honor. In other cases than this of a 
plain knighthood, and when the title 
carries withita decoration, the gracious 
queen, with her own royal hands, pins 
the glittering and much-coveted bauble 
upon the coat of her elevated subject. 
This is all the ceremony connected 
with the conferring of knighthood, but 
it is a great deal to the recipient.

“PUFF, PUFF, PUFF. 


Facts About What Is Known as 
the Breathing of a Locomotive. 
The ‘‘breathing’’ of a locomotive— 

that is to say, the number of puffs 

given by a railway engine during its 
journey—dep ends upon the circumfer- 
ences of its driving-wheels and their 
speed. No matter what the rate of 
speed may be, for every one round of 
the driving-wheels a locomotive will 
give four puffs—two out of each cylin- 
der, the cylinders b_ing double. The 
sizes of driving-wheels vary, some be- 
ing eighteen, ninet en, twenty and 
even twenty-two feet in circumference, 
although t.ey: are generally made of 
about twenty-two feet. The express 
speed varies from fifty-four to fifty- 
eight miles an hour. Taking the av- 
erage circumference of the driving- 
wheel to be twenty feet, and the speed 
per hour 50 miles, a locomotive will 
give, going at express speed, 880 puffs 
per minute, or 52,800 puffs por hour, 
the wh-el revolving 13,200 times in 
60 minutes, giving 1056 puffs per mile. 


‘Therefore, an express going from Lon- 


don to Liverpool, a distance of 2013; 
miles, will throw out 213,048 puffs be- 
fore arriving at its destination. Dur- 
ing the tourist season of 1888 the jour- 
ney from. London to Edinburgh was 
accomplished in less than eight hours, 
the distance being 401 miles, giving a 
speed throughout of 50 miles an hour, 
A locomotive of an express train from 
London to Edinburgh, subject to the 
above conditions, will give 423,456 
puffs. :
